T he trusty old barbie in this 
backyard had seen better 
days and was just sitting in 
a little-used corner. 

Instead of swapping it for a new 
model with a trolley, we designed and 
built a dedicated outdoor cooking spot. 

Here, we extended the existing 
slab and laid lightweight concrete 
blocks to create a cooking station. 

It features an area for a four-burner 
barbecue and a benchtop for prep, with 
space underneath for a gas bottle. 



A good barbecue is 
at the heart of most 
Aussie backyard 
gatherings over the 
summer months 



The walls of the bench were built using 
600 X 200 X 200mm Hebei blocks. 

Forthe benchtops, Hebei panels of 
1200 X 600 X 75mm were installed and 
600 X 200 X 75mm blocks were used to 
create a level change and a return. 

Hebei blocks are made of autoclaved 
aerated concrete (AAC), which is about 



20% the weight of traditional concrete. 
AAC can be cut, drilled, sanded and even 
carved, and is very easy to handle. 

They are very light, as each block 
is filled with air pockets and doesn't 
contain any aggregate or blue metal. 

Being easy to work and durable 
makes AAC ideal for a DIY job like this.

O Mark the site 

Use a tape measure and line marking 
paint to mark the area to create or 
extend the slab, here 700 x 2400mm. 
TIP Hebei blocks still need a stable 
footing despite being made from 
lightweight AAC material. 



@ Pour the concrete 

Mix concrete in a wheelbarrow in 
batches and pour carefully so the mesh 
stays in position. Bring to level with the 
shovel; then screed with a straightedge 
to smooth and eliminate air pockets. 

TIP We used bagged premixed concrete. 



@ Level the area 

Remove any paving and soil to a depth 
of about 100mm. Bring the area to 
level using a square-mouthed shovel. 
Add formwork around the edges to 
the height of the desired finish of the 
concrete to make screeding easy. 




@ Mark the block locations 

Allow the concrete to cure for 3-5 days, 
then mark out the locations of the 
block walls. Use a large carpenter's 
square for the angles at the corners. 

TIP Mark the lines based on the position 
of the outside faces of the blockwork. 



e Install the mesh 

Measure reinforcing mesh to fit in the 
slab area so it sits 30mm in from the 
edges, then cut with an angle grinder. 
Position the mesh on plastic chairs, 
starting in the corners and keeping 
the mesh level and off the soil. 




@ Add the damp course 



Roll out the damp course using the 
marked lines as a guide, any overlap 
can easily be trimmed off later. Cut 
the Hebei blocks to fit the size of the 
wall with a handsaw, wearing a dust 
mask appropriate for cutting AAC. 






O Lay the blocks 

Position the base course of blocks for 
a left, right, centre and back wall on a 
bed of mortar. Lay each course using 
a notch trowel to spread a thin bed 
of adhesive. Press the blocks together, 
removing excess adhesive at the joints, 



Add the first panel 

Align a panel with the external corner 
of the left wall, securing with adhesive 
and screws. Cut a return from a 75mm 
block, gluing and screwing to the panel. 
Lay a course of 75mm blocks to bring 
the right wall level with the panel. 



0 Finish the blockwork 

Add a panel to the right side on a bed of 
adhesive, flush with the external edges 
of the walls, securing with screws. To 
remove sharp corners and trim off any 
excess adhesive, work along the block 
edges with a surform block plane.

When you have built the barbecue 
bench, wait for the adhesive to dry 
then apply render to the Hebel-block 
walls and paint in a colour to suit the 
scene. For this project, we used Dulux 
Weathershield in Mexican Standoff. 

Mosaic sheets in a geometric 
pattern were laid on the Hebei panels 
to create tiled benchtops. 

And because a concrete slab can 
look unfinished, we gave it several 
coats of a resurfacing paint. 

To keep a few cooking utensils 
convenient for barbecuing, a hook 
rail was attached to the wall in the 
storage area under the bench. 



Render and paint

DESIGN TIP 

Create the right 
atmosphere in an outdoor 
entertaining area with 
a good-quality portable 
sound system. 



HANGING TOOL RAIL Ideal for storing cooking essentials, like tongs and spatulas, 
we installed a three-hook rail on the inside wall of the barbie bench. 




(r) Mark the holes 

Position the hook rail where it is 
to be attached and check for level 
with a spirit level, marking the hole 
positions. Use a texta or painter's 
tape to mark the depth you need to 
drill on the shank of the drill bit. 




Attach the rail 



Drill the holes to the required depth, 
then insert the masonry anchors part 
way. Position the hook rail, insert the 
screws through the rail holes and 
push into position, hammering the 
screws into the masonry anchors. 
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O Render the walls 

Apply Hebei render to the block wall 
using a trowel and hawk. Load the hawk 
with render, using the trowel to push 
the render onto the block wall surface 
in an upward motion. Bring the render 
to a smooth finish with the trowel. 




O Paint the render 

When the render has fully cured, apply 
a coat of exterior acrylic to the surface 
of the rendered walls using a roller. Let 
it dry completely, then apply a second 
coat. Apply a sealing and bonding agent 
to the benchtops using a roller. 




© Lay the tile sheets 

Spread tile adhesive over each 
benchtop with a notch trowel, starting 
at a corner. Cut the tile sheets to size 
with a utility knife, or use snips to trim 
edge or corner tiles. Lay the sheets, 
ensuring they are correctly aligned. 




^ wipe the surface 

Use a moist renderer's sponge to wipe 
the surface and bring it to a smooth, 
even finish, ensuring that it is clean 
and free of any dust or dirt. Allow the 
render to cure for at least three days 
before painting the surface. 




O Resurface the slab 

Mask the borders with painter's tape 
to protect the surrounding area. Apply 
a coat of resurfacing paint to the slab 
using a long-nap roller, and a brush 
for hard-to-reach spots. Allow it to dry 
completely, then apply a second coat. 




@ Grout the tiles 

Allow the tile adhesive to set, then 
apply an exterior-grade grout, using 
a rubber grout squeegee to push it 
firmly into the corners. Clean the tiles

T he west-facing deck of this 
house was exposed to the 
harsh summer sun. 

Adding a pergola was the 
ideal solution, meaning that climbers 
can be grown over it to provide shade, 
while letting in the light in winter. 

Before you begin building, make 
sure the timber sizes meet Australian 
standards and also check if council 
approval is necessary. 

An engineer's report to establish 
loads, footing requirements and 
correct fixing methods for your area 
may also be necessary.

O Set the post positions 

Plumb a line to the ground and set out 
the new footings. Dig the post holes, 
install formwork and check for level. 
Pour the concrete, smooth with a float 
and let cure for 24 hours. Attach the 
stirrups to the posts with coach bolts. 




@ Secure the beams 

Square a line 85mm from one end of 
each beam, set a power saw to 32.5mm 
and cut a rebate on each. Overlap 
beams at the centre post, clamp and 
drill 12mm clearance holes through 
the posts, securing with coach bolts. 




@ Anchor the posts 

Plumb the posts on the footings, clamp 
to the deck bearer and mark the hole 
positions on the footings, removing the 
posts to drill 12 x 100mm holes. Secure 
the posts to the footings with anchor 
bolts. Fix to the bearer with coach bolts. 




@ Notch the rafters 

Dock a 5° angle on the rafters, clamp 
with the base edges facing up, squaring 
the cut ends. Mark lines 38mm and 
45mm from the ends. Cut along the 
lines with a power saw set to a 5° bevel 
at these depths. Chisel out the waste. 




O Set out the rafters 

Measure the overall pergola width and 
calculate the rafter spacing, setting out 
on the ledger using a spacer block. Mark 
and number the rafter positions. Square 
a line up from the inside of the front 
beam to mark each rafter position. 




O Cut the rafters 

Remove the rafters, leaving the first. 
Level a 665mm line from the inside 
front beam mark towards the outside of 
rafter. Square the end plumb. Remove, 
cut and use to make a ply jig. Clamp jig 
to rafters and cut matching profiles. 




e Mark the post heights 

Brace the posts and set a stringline at 
2.2m for the beam. Mark the position 
of the beam on each post using a beam 
offcut. Remove posts, cut to length then 
cut the beam housings with a saw. Seal 
the cuts. Fit posts and check for plumb.

Widening the entrance hall set the 
tone for the expansive feel of the home. 

This was one of those decisions 
it would've been easy not to make, 
as it took a lot of money and effort 
to move the wall.

'Entering the house and having that 
feeling of space and volume instantly 
makes me happy to be home.' 

In keeping with the original era, 
Emma has turned her stylist's eye to 
bold touches that have a distinctly retro 
feel but with a modern treatment.

•^TILE THE WALL 




O Mark and measure 

Measure the length of the ledge where 
the tiles will be laid, then mark the 
centrepoint. Position a tile sheet at 
the centrepoint and move it along the 
ledge, marking as you go, to calculate 
how many sheets you'll need. 




O Tile the ledge 

Position the tile sheets on the ledge, 
starting from the centrepoint. Use 
spacers in between the sheets to keep 
the gaps even. Press down the tiles 
using a rubber pointed trowel. Check 
for level before the adhesive dries. 




e Tile the wall 

Working from the centreline, position 
sheets on the adhesive, pressing any 
tiles that were removed and cut for 
small obstructions, like a water outlet, 
back in position. Apply more adhesive 
and tile the rest of that half of the wall. 




@ Cut the sheets 

Lay a sheet of mosaic tiles on the 
ledge and mark the width. Wearing 
safety gloves and glasses, mark all 
of the tile sheets to width, then lay 
face down on a firm surface and cut 
to width using a utility knife. 




Line up the sheets 

Position a sheet on the wall to check 
they will line up with the sheets on 
the ledge. Mark any obstructions, 
like a water outlet, where it appears 
on the sheet. Pull the tile away from 
the sheet and cut with tile nippers. 




© Apply the adhesive 

Add the tile adhesive powder to water 
in a bucket and use a mixing paddle 
to stir, adding more powder until you 
achieve a toothpaste-like consistency. 
Apply the tile adhesive to the ledge 
with a notch trowel. 







o Prepare the wall 

Use the spirit level to draw a plumb 
line down the wall from the ledge 
centrepoint and use it to calculate 
the number of tile sheets needed. 
Apply adhesive to the wall from the 
centrepoint using the notch trowel. 





© Cut pipe holes 

For large obstructions in the wall like 
a mixer tap outlet, cut a hole in a sheet. 
Measure up to accurately transfer the 
position to the tile sheet, cutting the 
hole using an angle grinder while 
wearing appropriate safety gear. 



@ Finish the tiling 

Lay sheets on the other half of the 
wall, working from the centreline. 

Use the rubber trowel to press the 
tiles down. Let the adhesive dry, then 
apply grout to the tiles using a grout 
float, cleaning the haze with water. •

% APPLY THE RENDER 




O the adhesive 

Pour water into a mixing bucket. 

Add the adhesive to the bucket and 
mix it with a trowel. If it's too runny 
add more adhesive. If it's too dry add 
more water. Flip the hawk onto the 
trowel to pick up the adhesive. 




O Screed the surface 

Let the render dry for 30 minutes 
until firm then use a straightedge 
to screed the surface. Check for any 
hollows, which will have a lighter 
colour, fill in with more render, then 
screed again for a smooth, flat surface.

e Cover the borders 

Mask the borders of the rendered 
surface with painter's tape to prepare 
for the top coat, protecting the 
surrounding areas. Ensure fences, 
flashing, or any other roof edges are 
masked to avoid render spilling over. 




@ Apply the adhesive 

Use the trowel to apply a 2mm thick 
by 25mm wide layer of adhesive 
around wall corners and windows. 
Push angle bead into the adhesive, 
levelling with a straightedge. Allow to 
dry for five minutes then smooth off. 




0 Smooth the wall 

Sprinkle the wall lightly with water 
using a water brush, then smooth with 
a float. Work the float in a circular 
motion, filling in any small hollows. 
This closes the surface to make it more 
durable, preventing damage later on. 




0 Apply the top coat 

Add render to the hawk and use the 
trowel to apply a tight coat of render 
with a firm arcing action, working 
from top to base. Clean the tools 
soon after use, as the render will 
dry onto them quickly. 




e Render the wall 



Combine the render with water, using 
a mixing drill. Apply a coat of smooth 
render, 4 -6mm thick. Tilt the hawk 
onto the trowel, then apply the render 
at a 45° angle. For coarse bricks, add 
water to the surface before you start. 




0 Sponge the render 

As the render firms and dries, rub 
the surface in a circular motion with 
a damp sponge. Rinse out the sponge 
as you go to avoid a scratchy finish. 
Clean up around any vents, sponging 
off marks for a flawless finish. 




O Float the wall 

Smooth the render in small circular 
motions with the float, keeping a wet 
edge for a seamless finish. Allow the 
render to dry and harden for about 
2-3 hours. Remove the painter's tape 
from around the borders. >

Adding a protective coat of sealant 
to garden pavers is a simple job that 
will bring out their natural colour 
and grain, and can save you hours 
of cleaning and painting later on. 

A sealant helps pavers withstand 
high traffic and bad weather, to keep 
them looking good for longer. 

It is best to do this job before you 
lay the pavers, but if they are already 
laid, make sure they are dry.

® Paint the edges 

Sit the pavers on a sawhorse. Wearing 
gloves, apply an even coat of sealant 
to the edges, then lay flat and seal the 
top surface using a roller. 

TIP Wear a mask if you are working in 
a poorly ventilated area. 




Q) Paint the back 

Wait 24 hours for the sealant on the 
edges and top to dry, then flip over 
the pavers and apply sealant on the 
back, using a paint roller. 

TIP Apply only a thin coat of sealant 
and leave it to dry for up to 24 hours, 




Q) Apply additional coats 

When the sealant is fully dry, give 
the pavers another coat, applying it 
to the edges, top and back as before. 
For the final coat, lay the pavers 
right-side up and apply the sealant 
to the top and edges only. > 
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Spraying a timber fence with paint or 
stain will protect it from rotting and 
weathering, and will instantly change 
the look of your front or back garden. 

You'll need to prepare well for 
the job by using painter's tape and 
drop sheets to keep from spraying 
the surrounding areas.

Use a bucket to mix the paint with 
a little water to dilute it, then pour 
into a spray gun. Lay a drop sheet. 
TIP Use about 50ml of water per 
litre to dilute thinner paints and 
100ml per litre for thicker paints. 



@ Spray the fence 

Spray the fence from top to base, 
holding the gun slightly off to the 
side. Even out any thicker sections or 
drips with a brush, especially around 
the screw or nail heads. Let the paint 
dry, then apply a second coat. >

Sand along the grain of the boards 
with a belt sander, working backwards 
and forwards. Use 40 grit paper for 
the first sand, then sand the deck 
a second time with 120 grit paper, 
to achieve a smooth finish. 




Q) Touch up the edges 

Sand the remaining areas of the 
boards using a detail sander, working 
into the edges and corners where the 
belt sander can't reach. Sweep the 
deck thoroughly with a broom to 
remove any dust after sanding. > 
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Giving your deck a new coat of stain 
will preserve the timber and keep it 
looking beautifully fresh. 

Use a darker or lighter shade than 
normal on the boards if you want to 
transform the look of your backyard. 

Remember to stir the stain before 
applying it to ensure you get an even 
coverage and a consistent finish.

Q) Apply the paste 

Use a paintbrush to apply the paste to 
the pot and saucer, adding water if it is 
too thick. Allow to dry for 20 minutes. 
Add about half a cup of coloured paint 
to the remaining paste, then apply as 
a top coat. Allow to dry for 2-3 hours. 




Q) Sand the pot 

Sand random areas of the pot with 
120 grit sandpaper, either sanding 
right back to the terracotta or just 
so the lime wash base coat is visible, 
Wipe the pot with a damp cloth to 
remove any dust, then plant up.

Drought-tolerant once established 
and low maintenance, 'Blue Eyed 
Beauty' blooms almost year-round. 

O CLEMATIS ‘PIILU’ (pronounced 
pee-loo) flowers prolifically from 
spring well into autumn. It bears early 
double blooms while the later ones 
are single, and unlike other varieties, 
the flowers cover the entire plant. 

This vigorous climber reaches 
2m high and spreads to Im, so grow 
over a fence or screen and tie it to 
support new growth. 

Give 'Piilu' a position in full sun 
in fertile, well-drained soil and water 
regularly during long dry periods. 

Cut it back once a year and deadhead.

Variety was the cornerstone of Amelia's 
plan for her vegetable garden, and all 
the available space has been used for 
raised beds, large planters and various 
trellis and arbour structures. 

d had a basic plan and it was drawn 
to scale on graph paper. But when it 
came to it, it didn't work well, so I had 
to change a few elements. I've found 
that being willing to adapt is a crucial 
factor in gardening,' she says. 

'Spring is when most vegetables are 
ready to be harvested. Once ready to 
be picked, till the soil and add more 
nutrients, ready for the next crop. If 
a particular variety has flourished in 
that spot, plant it again,' says Amelia. 

'And don't be afraid to cut back 
your herbs at the end of the season or 
if they're overcrowding other plants, 
as they will sprout much better. 

'You can use the trimmings to 
flavour your meals or make a fragrant 
posy for indoors,' she says. >

Tf you're starting from scratch, as 
Amelia was, first get your expectations 
in check. Don't imagine you will have 
a bountiful vegetable garden within 
the first few seasons,' says Jarret. 

'Choose three or four things you 
really want and plant multiple packs 
of seeds. This allows you to see what 
will thrive and what won't. 

'Build on your food garden layer by 
layer. If you stick with it, you will be 
rewarded with abundance,' he says. •

S aving water around the home 
generally means taking shorter 
showers, washing the car on the 
lawn and only using the dishwasher 
or washing machine with full loads.

Water therapy 

Walking around the garden with a hose 
can be therapeutic after a long day, 
but you're likely wasting water. Here's 
how to innprove your watering habits. 
4IWATER in the morning rather than 
the evening. Soil tends to be warmer 
in the evening, causing evaporation. 
Greater humidity will increase the 
risk of fungus as well. 

2 CONTROL your hand-watering 
with a tap timer. Setting time limits 
will make you more conscious of 
your water use and more efficient. 

3 TARGET the plants rather than 
spraying all over. A trigger nozzle 
or hose-end fitting will help you 
keep the water around the drip 
zone or leaf canopies. 

4 SOAK the plants slowly and 
deeply. Watering lightly can 
create weak plants because 
they'll become surface-rooting 
as they seek moisture.

Compost made in a heap decomposes 
aerobically, or with aeration. Choose 
a semi-shaded spot to make the heap, 
as too much sun will dry it out. 

The compost can simply be heaped 
on the ground, but most gardeners 
prefer an enclosure made from fence 
poles, chicken wire and cardboard, 
d CREATE two heaps if you have the 
space, as it's preferable to use one for 
adding new materials and the other 
for compost that is in the process of 
decomposing. Heaps of about 1-1. 2m 
in height and width work well. 

Q ENCOURAGE earthworms by 
making your heap on top of soil. 

O USE four timber or metal stakes 
to mark out an enclosure for a single 
heap, or six stakes for two heaps. 

O ENCLOSE three sides of the heap by 
wrapping chicken wire around the 
stakes, then line it with cardboard. 
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MAINTAIN

The traditional way to create 
a compost heap is to layer it. 

O START with a 300mm layer of 
plant waste, followed by a thin layer 
of manure or blood and bone, then 
add a thin layer of topsoil. 

O INCLUDE a layer of dolomite or lime 
if you want an alkaline compost. 

O CONTINUE adding to the compost 
in layers until the heap reaches 
a height of about Im. 

©KEEP the heap damp rather than 
mushy and donT mat it down, as this 
will impede aeration and make it smell. 
©TURN the heap regularly. The more 
frequently you turn the heap, the 
quicker your compost will be ready. 

© MOVE the outer sections into the 
middle where the heat is while 
turning, so they will decay fully.

If you'd chosen a 'Brindabella Bouquet', 
'Leave Me Alone Pink' or 'New Dawn' 
rose instead, you probably wouldn't be 
in this predicament, as these cultivars 
are disease-resistant. That means no 
babysitting and no black spots. 

Selecting disease-resistant plants 
is a smart option when planning or 
freshening up your garden. 

We choose plants for a variety of 
reasons. It could be their flower colour 
or their ability to repeat-flower. But we 
should also consider disease-resistance. 

Certain plants are less susceptible 
to disease and fungus-like leaf spot, 
mould and rust, so buying them is an 
investment in a healthy garden. It also 
means you minimise use of pesticides. 

Modern plant breeding doesn't just 
deal with pest and disease-resistance, 
it also tackles plants that can become 
weedy by breeding sterile versions that 
won't seed throughout your garden or 
escape into the environment.

/ Bred to be fighters 

Plant breeders cultivate 
new disease-resistant 
offerings by selecting and 
crossbreeding plants with the 
traits they’re looking for. 

Breeding a modest parent 
plant genetically more resistant 
to disease with a vibrant partner 
known for big blooms or gorgeous 
colour creates a new variety that 
boasts the best of both worlds. 

Disease-resistant plants are 
not hard to find, and many growers 
now market them this way, just as 
they do plants that attract wildlife 
or tolerate drought. 

If you still can’t find what you 
are looking for, you could join one 
of the online garden forums, or ask 
at your local nursery. > 
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THE DOS AND DON’TS 



By following these simple rules, 
you'll be well on your way to 
growing a disease-free garden. 

•/ SELECT plants that thrive in 
your area, as stressful conditions 
may weaken their performance and 
make them more prone to problems. 
•/ PLANT the right variety in the 
right site, according to its light 
requirements. The correct position 
allows every plant in your garden 
to reach its potential. 

•/ CONTROL weeds, as they 
can attract pests such as aphids, 
which spread disease. 

•/ TAKE into account the water 
needs of plants. They should 
be grouped according to their 
requirements, so plan your garden 
beds with this in mind. 



✓ WATER in the morning when 
the foliage has all day to dry. 

•/ CHECK your local area to ascertain 
which plants grow well and look in 
neighbouring gardens. Indigenous 
plants are usually reliable choices. 

•/ MAINTAIN your soil, as healthy 
soil will help produce healthy plants. 
X AVOID overcrowding your plants, 
as good airflow is critical. 

X NEVER water from overhead if 
you water at night, especially on 
plants, such as roses, that are 
susceptible to fungus disease. 

X ENSURE you don't over-fertilise. 

It is often viewed like a vitamin, 
something that keeps living things 
healthy, but too much can be a bad 
thing and may actually make plants 
more susceptible to disease. •

P icking a tomato off the vine and 
popping it straight in your mouth 
is one of life's great pleasures. 
And now's the ideal time to get them 
into the ground and grow your own. 

There are economic as well as taste 
reasons for cultivating tomatoes at 
home, as they give a higher yield for 
the space occupied in the garden than 
any other vegetable. 

There is a wide choice of seedlings 
available in nurseries to suit a variety 
of uses and tastes. They're easy to grow 
and will thrive as well in containers 
as they do in garden beds. > 
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SEEDLINGS 

Before planting seedlings, add organic 
matter such as compost, cow manure 
or Yates Dynamic Lifter to the soil. 

Add a sprinkling of sulphate 
of potash to help with flower 
and fruit development, as well as 
disease-resistance. If the soil is acidic, 
which you can check with a pH kit, 
add dolomite or liquid lime. 

O REMOVE the lower set of leaves, 
then plant the seedlings 500-600mm 
apart so that about half of each stem 
will be positioned below soil level. 

The plants then put roots all down 
their stems, which gives them a more 
developed root system so they can 
absorb additional water and nutrients. 
O POSITION a 2m high stake 50mm 
from the stem of the plants at this 
stage, if the plant type requires 
support, rather than later when you 
could damage the root systems. 

O WATER with an application of 
Seasol to prevent transplant shock 
and tie the plants to the stakes using 
soft cloth or twine as they grow.

As the growing medium 
doesn’t need sterilising 
between harvests, grafted 
tomato plants were first used 
for hothouse production. 

The top part of a seedling is 
grafted onto disease-resistant 
rootstock. They can be planted in 
the same spot each year, making 
them ideal for small gardens, 
where it’s hard to rotate the crop. 

Grafted tomatoes are not 
deep-stem planted like other 
tomatoes and the seedling is 
positioned at the same level in 
the soil as it was in the pot. 
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There are basically two types 
of tomato plants, which refer to 
the growth habit of the plant. 
DETERMINATE Often called bush 
tomatoes, determinate cultivars 
have a dense habit and grow from 
900-1200mm in height. 

The fruit ripens all at once, then 
the plant dies. Certain cultivars 
need limited staking, but they 
should not be pruned. They grow 
well in pots and varieties include 
'Patio Prize', 'Roma' and 'Tiny Tim'. 





INDETERMINATE The cultivars 
are climbing plants that grow 
from 1800-2400mm high and 
need a substantial stake, cage or 
trellis for support. 

These tomato plants set new 
fruit and ripen fruit consistently 
throughout the season until the 
cold weather arrives. 

Varieties include most cherry 
tomatoes and heirloom types 
'Beefsteak' and 'Grosse Lisse'.

@ FIT THE LID on the top of the 
planter and water in the tomato 
plant generously. Fertilise fortnightly 
using a soluble plant food. 



GROW DOWN 

If you're lacking space, growing 
tomatoes upside down is a great idea. 
It provides good air circulation and 
the plant doesn't need staking. 

Cherry tomatoes or bush tomatoes 
work best. We used the Upside Down 
Tomato Planter, $6, from Runnings. 



O HANG THE PLANTER in a sunny 
Spot, then insert the rootball through 
the hole in the bag. Fill with a premium 
vegetable and herb potting mix. 



Tomatoes grow easily from cuttings, 
and growing plants from cuttings 
extends the season. So, if you take 
cuttings in November from an existing 
plant, you will have an autumn crop. 

O CUT off a 100-200mm side shoot 
and remove the lower leaves. Fill 
a 100mm pot with a good-quality 
potting mix for vegetables, then make 
a hole in the mix with a pencil. 



O POSITION the cutting in the pot and 
press the mix around it to hold it firmly 
in place. Put in a warm, shady spot. 

O WATER the mix using a mist spray. 
After seven days, gradually expose 
the pot to stronger light until it is in 
sunlight for most of the day. 

O TRANSPLANT to the garden or 
a large pot after two weeks of sunlight 
when the roots will have formed.

Choose a spot in the 
garden that gets at least six 
hours of sunlight a day. 

To retain moisture in the soil, 
mulch around the plants with 
straw, lucerne hay or sugar cane. 

Water regularly and deeply 
at least twice a week, and to 
help prevent disease, water 
around the base of the plants 
rather than from overhead. 

When the first flower truss 
appears, feed with a soluble 
plant food for flowers and fruit 
and repeat monthly while the 
plants are fruiting. 

Harvest the tomatoes from the 
vine when ripe, cutting the stalk 
but leaving the calyx intact. >

SOWING SEEDS 

Seeds can be sown outdoors all 
year round in the tropics, until 
November in cool zones and until 
December in temperate areas. 

They can be sown directly into 
the soil from October to December 
when the soil has warmed up. This is 
a good way to establish a later crop. 

O SOW the seeds in a seedling punnet 
or you can use any clean, small pot. 
Jiffy Peat Pots, available from hardware 
stores, are ideal as you can plant the 



Split fruit

pot directly in the garden bed 
and avoid any transplant shock. 

0 FILL the pot with a moist 
seed-raising mix, then make 
a 5mm deep dent in the mix. 

Put the seed in the dent and 
cover with mix. Position the pot 
in a well-lit spot. 

0 WATER with a mist spray. When 
the seedlings have reached about 
75mm high, they are ready to 
harden off in a sunnier position. 



Fruit fly 

Tiny holes in the fruit. 

Flies lay eggs under the 
skin and the hatched larvae feed 
from the fruit, causing it to rot. 

Use a bait to detect fruit fly 
and destroy the infested fruit. 



Blossom end rot 

The base of the fruit 
becomes sunken and blackened. 

Lack of calcium together 
with irregular watering.

Method 

O PREHEAT the oven to 225°C. 
Heat the olive oil over low heat in 
a 22-25cm ovenproof frying pan. 



Arrange the tomato halves or pieces 
in the pan, cut side down, starting 
with the largest pieces and filling in 
the gaps with the smaller pieces. Pile 
any remaining pieces on top. 

@ COOK the tomatoes for about 
10 minutes or until the smaller pieces 
are completely soft and juices are 
bubbling around the sides of the pan. 

COMBINE the red wine or balsamic 
vinegar and sugar in a small bowl, 
then pour evenly over the tomatoes. 
Remove the pan from the heat. 

OCUT the pastry into a round that 
is slightly larger than the pan, then 
working quickly, place the pastry 
on top of the tomatoes. Tuck the 
edges inside the pan so the pastry 



completely covers the tomatoes. 

Some juices will still escape. Bake 
in the oven for 15 minutes or until 
the pastry is crisp and golden. 

0 HOLD the pan handle, then shake 
the pan firmly back and forth to make 
sure the whole tart is loose. Invert 
a large plate over the pan and, holding 
the plate and pan very firmly, flip the 
pan over to release the tart onto the 
plate. Use a spatula to free any tomato 
that is still stuck to the pan. 
©CRUMBLE the goat's cheese over 
the tart and scatter with the basil 
leaves. Season with pepper. Serve 
warm or at room temperature. 

TIP Cut out any hard white stem 
cores from the tomatoes.
